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EDITORIAL 


September 1980 was not a long time ago. 
But it must seem like an eternity for a coach! 
called John Margaritis. 

It was in September 1980 that Margaritis was| 
presented with a trophy as Australia’s “coach off 
the year.” He won that coveted award on the 
votes of nearly 100 members of the Australian 
Soccer Press Association (ASPA). 

His club, South Melbourne, did not win the} 
Philips League title, a feat which usually gives a 
coach a run on the rails for such awards. 

John Margaritis was voted top coach because, 
in one season, he took South Melbourne from 
bottom place in the PSL to third : ,. only two! 
points behind the'champions, Sydney City. 

No team shoots from bottom to near-top| 
without skilful handling by its coach. And by| 
unanimous opinion, John Margaritis, was the 
best coach in Australia less than two years ago. 

Times have changed. South Melbourne, de- 

ived of the services of five important players —| 
for one reason or another — are not doing very} 
well this season. They recently lost four games in, 
succession. and all of a ny a lot of people 


have decided Margaritis is a poor coach. 


These people wanted him out. appeared’ 
to think the club's headaches ata tee 
if a new man took over. And the man they wanted 
was Tommy Docherty who, in his own words, 
“has had more clubs than Jack Nicklaus!” 

The Doc, though now involved in the South 
Melbourne upheaval, will undoubtedly feel some 
sympathy for Margaritis. He’s seen it all before. 
He has first-hand experience of the traumas 
associated with sackings and resignations. 
Docherty was unloaded by such famous clubs as 
Manchester United, Queens Park Rangers, 
Chelsea and Preston North End. He has come 
bouncing back from each disaster. 

Docherty is now installed as coach of the 
Middle Park club, although he insists no final 
decision will be made until he discusses things 
with his family in England. 

Margaritis can depart with a clear conscience. 
He inherited several headaches at South Mel- 
bourne and cured many of them. He has done a 
sound job over several years. It would be a sad 
reflection on Soccer if four defeats in a row for] 
South Melbourne this year, caused everyone to 
forget what John Margaritis achieved in the past. 

This vulnerability of coaches is not peculiar to 
Australia. In England, team managers — the 
equivalent of Australian coaches — are ready for 
long-service medals if they survive three years. 

Let us not forget that Brian Clough, rated by 
many English critics as the greatest manager in 
the game, lasted in one job for just 44 days before 
being sacked. 

That was in 1974 when Leeds United appointed 
Clough as team manager in succession to Don 
Revie, who took over the England job. Leeds 
started the season in disappointing form, collect- 
ing only four points from their first six matches. 
And Clough, given the job in July, departed in 
September. 

He packed his bags, moved to unfashionable 
Nottingham Forest, and guided that team to 
success in the European Cup twice. Perhaps 
Leeds United should have persevered with Brian 
Clough for a little longer 44 days. 

Soccer's trouble is nobody is prepared to wait 
for results. Too many people demand instant 
success. A coach is only as good as his team’s last 
result. And South Melbourne’s recent results 
have been anything but good.

With new president Mi- 
lan Brkic in charge of the 
administration of the club 
and young players replac- 
ing Lujic and other unavail- 
able regulars, Footscray 
has had the best stretch of 
the year. 

So some good has actual- 
ly come out of the incident 
that, at first, seemed to 
have driven the last nail in 
the Footscray coffin. Lujic 
is very emphatic about it. 

“Yes, there was a lot of 
tension at the club and 
ees | had to give. 
Now we have cleared the 
air and a new spirit and 
enthusiasm have taken 
over,” 

We caught up with Lujic 
on a site in North Melbour- 
ne where he was perform- 
ing one of his duties as a 
seven-days-a-week 
wrecker: full-time he de- 
molishes old buildings, 
part-time he demolishes 
opposing defences on the 
Soccer field and, recently,

he took up demolishing 
presidents on a casual 
basis. 

He gave.us his side of the 
incident, starting with the 
events and the reasons 
leading up to it and certain- 
ly not looking terribly 
proud of the part he had 
played in it. 

“We had a new administ- 
ration at the club for the 
second year running after 
the long era of Tony 
Kovac; and a new coach 
after the long spell of Ceda 
Cirkovic and the short 
caretaking period of 
Rusmir. There was uncer- 
tainty, tension and prob- 
lems just kept accumulating 
instead of being solved as 
they came along. 

“Both Kovac and Cir- 
kovic were father figures at 
the club; two very genuine 
Footscray men full of con- 
cern, understanding and 
commitment. Their pre- 
sence had a reassuring ef- 
fect on everybody and they 
were always able to smooth 
out problems and certainly 
never exacerbated already 
tense tempers and situa- 
tions. 

“They still told us off 
when we deserved it, but at 
the right time and in the 
right manner; never abus- 
ingly or in the heat of the 
immediate post-game. 

“They are also men of 
cool and realism and there- 
fore able to take bitter pills 
dished out by an unkind 
Lady Luck. 

“Stepping in their shoes 
is a hard act for anybody 
and Stefancic cracked up in 
the process. Yes, we did 
draw a game we had al- 
ready won, but that’s the 


way the game of Soccer 
goes at times. You must be 
able to accept it. 
“Everybody was upset 
after the game, the players 
most of all. When Stefancic 
came into the dressing 
rooms abusing us and tel- 
ling many players to look 
for another club, he was 
looking for trouble and im- 
mediately lost the respect 
intrinsically attached to the 
position of president. 
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“T desperately wanted to © 


avoid him and went under 
the shower, but when I 
came out of it he was still 
there. I suggested to him to 
leave us alone right then 
and discuss the whole thing 
at training on Tuesday. 
“He started abusing me, 
told me I could consider 
myself on the transfer list 
and ee me. I saw red 
and let go a swing at him, 
more in self-defence than 
with the intention of hurt- 


ee 

he swing of ‘‘the 
wrecker" demolished 
Stefancic’s cheek and the 
president had to go to hos- 
pital to have it mended, He 
resigned soon after and 
new coach Peter Jaksa went 
back to Adelaide with no 
intention of ever coming 
back. 

It seemed the end of the 
road for the glorious club 
which had been struggling 
for years and was having 
one of its worst seasons 
ever. But in fact it tumed 
out to be a blessing in dis- 
guise, the “clearing of the 
air” so badly needed, ac- 
cording to Lujic.

| was asked the 
other day, if women’s 
Soccer was doing 
enough for women. 


It was pointed out tome 
that there was the fig- 
urative carrot of Austra- 
lian selection but that this 
was, at the very outside, 
the prize for just 18 or so 
girls out of the huge 
number playing each 
weekend. 

My immediate reaction 
was that these 18 girls 
had really earned their 
Positions at the top be- 
cause of their dedication. 

On reflection, | asked 
myself, if they are at the 
top, how did they get 
there and at whose 
expense? 

Of the nine thousand, 
several hundred women 
and girls who play Soccer 
in Australia, | would esti- 
mate that two-thirds of 
them are enjoying the 
game purely for the fun 
they get out of it. 


Sure, they front up 
once or twice every week 
and spend one to one- 
and-a-half hours training 
in one manner or another. 
None of them has ever 
professed to be world- 
beaters and most of them 


would laugh if it was 
suggested that they 
would be any more than 
just average quality 
players. 


But there comes a time 
when the thought of be- 
ing just a little better, a 
fraction speedier or a bet- 
ter ball-player penetrates 
the feminine brainbox 
and womanly logic starts 
sorting out the “hows and 
whens’ of becoming 
better. 


Before we know it, the 
dedicated girl is staying 
back after training and 
practising a little more. 
Shi is developing latent 
skills that she had seen 
but never knew she had. 


But what a long road 
she has to travel. Moreso 
if she lives in country 
areas. 

In the NSW Women's 
Soccer Federation, there 
is presently a structure 
wh ich allows a girl from a 
club team to represent 
her district, her State 
and, ultimately, her 
country. 

In other State associa- 
tions, basically the same 
system applies. 

With the greater 
number of girls playing 


Soccer concentrated in 
NSW, concerned people 
are asking what is in it for 
the girls who just miss out 
for inter-district selection 
because of the limited 
number of places avail- 
able. Do they languish at 
the side of the field, con- 
soled with a figurative pat 
‘on the head? 

Alan Lytton, the public- 
ity officer for the NSW 
Federation and coach of 
top inter-district teams 
for many years, is one 
Person who is concerned 
with the trend of non- 
consolation for the al- 
most-rans. His is an inter- 
esting theory and should 
Prevoke thought right 
around Australia. 

Alan says’ that it has 
become evident these 
days that, as the standard 
of women's Soccer prog- 
resses, some associations 
cannot provide the type of 
competition that the top 
club sides need to main- 
tain the standard that 
they have worked to 
achieve. 

“Over the years, two, 
maybe three club sides 
have risen to the top and 
stayed there,” said Alan. 

“This situation has ari- 
sen simply because there

young players had the pre- 
cious opportunity of prov- 
ing their ability.

has not been any opposi-

should be exercised or 
they could find them- 
selves without any com- 
petition.

championship with 
Footscray.” 

Rosy future? We 
suggested that he must be

Assuming that it was 
possible to establish a 
type of competition like 
this in States where there 
were sufficient numbers 
to make it a going con- 
cern, | asked Alan how he 
would set it up. 

He said that top teams 
from associations would 
be used, with a maximum 
of three teams from one 
association being brou- 
ght together to form two 
divisions. Initially, the 
team who won their re- 
spective competitions 
would be automatically 
placed in the first divi- 
sion. 


players nursed along by Ce- 
da. They have only just

“We will have a ‘home- 
made’ team, and a top team 
at that. And when victory 
becomes a matter of course 
with us, the supporters will 
come back in their thou- 
sands, the administration 
will have the means and the 
incentive to really shape-up 
and the facilities will be 
improved. 


“Tell everybody not to 
write off Footscray so easi- 
ly. We have great depth, 
unlimited young talent and, 
above all, pride.

A competition of this 
nature would give a 
broader variety of girls a 
chance to play at a better 
level than they are at pre- 
sent able to do. 

Speaking on local ap- 
plication, Alan said that 
girls would be able to play 
with and opposed to the 
many representative play- 
ers that we have in NSW. 
This would be a tremen- 
dous boost to the younger 
players, and more would 
be playing at a better 
level than they are now. 

Alan added finally that, 
in Sydney af least, pros- 
pective sponsors would 
find it a lot easier to relate 
to an accredited top 
league competition rather 
than a mixture of as- 
sociated cofnpetitions. 

In theory and looked at 
locally, the idea has great 
merit. Taken on a national 
basis over the whole of 
Australia, where women’s 
Soccer is still somewhat 
scattered compared to 
the concentrated abund- 
ance of having just on 
2,000 girls playing Soccer 
in the Sydney metropoli- 
tan area, it would take 
some selling.

Glockner could well have 
enhanced his chances even 
further if he had put away all 
his chances in the Heidelberg 
match.

Queensland, easily the biggest team in the 1982 Australian under-19 Youth Championships, convincingly earned the 
winning trophy with a crushing 4-1 victory over NSW in the final in Canberra on Sunday. 


It was a victory Queens- 
land believed was simply 
justice — for last year 
they had also made the 
final only to lose on a 
penalty shoot-out.

Under the supervision of the head 
coach, the student coach uses observ- 
ation, handles groups of players and 
squads and then controls teams.
